EDWARDSVILLE — Madison 
County Coroner Dallas Burke 
will institute new fees this week 
fer—serviees previded—by her 
office. 

Burke decided to begin the 
fees after discussions March 31 
with members of the County 
Board’s finance committee. 

The fees are authorized by 
state law but were not previous- 
ly. charged. The changes follow 
an opinion by Assistant State’s 
Attorney Nelson Metz that all 
-fees collected by the office for 
copies of documents should Be 
turned over to the county trea- 
surer. . 

Burke had retained the fees to 
reimburse deputy coroners for 
expenses “incurred in connection 
with their duties. 

Burke’s opponent in the recent
